Inside, major renovations are 
required. 

Over the last two weeks the 
brothers have removed all of the 
seats from the downstairs area.

Falmouth Council sets city tax rates

In a special called meet¬ 
ing on the evening of 
August 27, 2014 the Fal¬ 
mouth City Council voted 
to set the motor vehicle and 
watercraft tax rate at .2040 
per $100.00 valuation and 
to set the tangible personal 
property tax rate at .750 per 
$100.00 valuation. These 
two rates will be the same 
as they were in 2013. 

In regard to the real 
estate property tax Coun¬ 
cilman Stan Love made a 
motion that the city take 
the comprehensive rate and 
allow the tax to stay the 
same as it was in 2013. 
Councilman Ernie Richie 
gave Councilman Love’s 
motion a second and a roll 


call vote was taken: Ernie 
Richie - (Yes), Gary Askin 
- (Yes), Stan Love - (Yes), 
Ron Stinson - (No), Jodi 
Ramey - (No) and Darryl 
Ammerman - (No). The 
vote was tied and Mayor 
Hart broke the tie with a 
(No) vote. 

Councilman Darryl 
Ammerman made a motion 
that the city take the Com¬ 
prehensive rate+4 which 
brings about a slight 
increase in the real estate 
property tax. Ron Stinson 
gave the motion a second 
and a roll call vote was 
taken: Darryl Ammerman - 
(Yes), Jodi Ramey - (Yes), 
Ron Stinson - (Yes), Stan 
Love - (No), Gary Askin - 
(No) and Ernie Richie - 
(No). Another tie had 


occurred and Mayor Hart 
broke the tie with a (Yes) 
vote. 

Taking the comprehen¬ 
sive rate+4 means that 
property taxes will go up in 
the city. If a citizen owns a 
$30,000 home his taxes 
will increase by $15 over 
2013. If a citizen owns a 
$155,000 home his taxes 
will increase by $79.05 
over 2013. 

Falmouth has not taken 
the comprehensive rate+4 
since 2007. As a result the 
city found itself over 
$100,000 in the red. All 
city departments had to 
take financial cuts in order 
to balance the overall bud¬ 
get. Revenues continue to 
drop as operating costs 
increase.

The mayor presented Wig¬ 
gins with a plaque that paid 
tribute to the man as the 
undisputed "King of All 
Wildcat Basketball Fans." A 
duplicate plaque will be dis¬ 
played in Falmouth City 
Hall. The plaque has a pho¬ 
tograph of Bob Wiggins 
with a basketball and beside 
the photograph is the fol¬ 



lowing text: 

No one can contradict 
that the University of Ken¬ 
tucky Basketball Program 
has the greatest fan base. 
And across the Bluegrass 
State there is no one who is 
a more passionate, dedicat¬ 
ed fan than Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty’s and Falmouth’s own, 
Bob Wiggins. His love of 
UK Basketball began in the 
1940s. He started following 
the Basketball Wildcats 
because of the lack of any¬ 
thing else to do in the Fal¬ 
mouth area. 

"There just wasn’t any¬ 
thing to do," he said, "I 
didn’t golf, or anything. I 
did play basketball for Fal¬ 
mouth High School, but I 
wasn’t any good." 

Following UK Basket¬ 
ball became more than a 
hobby; it became a passion. 
Over the course of 65-plus 


years, Mr. Wiggins has seen 
more than 1,700 Kentucky 
basketball games. For many 
years he and his friends 
never missed a Kentucky 
game on the road or in Lex¬ 
ington. For one lengthy 
stretch, Wiggins attended 
every single Kentucky game 
for 19 consecutive years, 
ending only when he suf¬ 
fered a mild heart attack in 
1997. 

Many great honors have 
been bestowed upon Wig¬ 
gins, starting with former 
head coach, Rick Pitino, 
extending an invitation for 
him to fly with the team. An 
invitation that Wiggins 
jumped at! He took this 
once-in-a-lifetime chance 
and flew to all the games 
that he could until his health 
deemed it necessary to stop. 
Although his health keeps

Starting college is a big 
decision. Sometimes life - 
such as getting the kids 
ready to go back to school 
or juggling a job and fam¬ 
ily - gets in the way. Gate¬ 
way Community and 
Technical College knows 
that.

Raised 
on Chicago's South Side by 
his mother, Jean, Michael 
Clarke Duncan studied 
communications at Alcorn 
State University in Missis¬ 
sippi. He dropped out and 
returned to Chicago, work¬ 
ing as a ditch digger for a 
gas company and moon¬ 
lighting as a bouncer in 
various South Side night¬ 
clubs. He eventually landed 
a security position with a 
touring stage company pro¬ 
duction of Beauty Shop, 
Part 2. After touring 56 cit¬ 
ies with the company, Dun¬ 
can settled in 1995 in Los 
Angeles, where he again 
supported himself by work¬ 
ing security jobs for several 
clients, including actors 
Will Smith and Martin 
Lawrence. 

Encouraged by his 
mother to pursue acting, 
Duncan obtained an agent 
and made his acting debut, 
as a drill sergeant on a beer 
commercial. After a num¬ 
ber of regional and national 
TV spots, Duncan made his 
big-screen debut in 1995, 
with a walk-on role in the 
comedy film Friday. 

As a 6-foot-5 African- 
American man weighing 
more than 300 pounds, 
Duncan found himself 
typecast in the bouncer or 
"tough guy" role on televi¬ 
sion, The Fresh Prince of 
Be I-Air, The Jamie Foxx 
Show , Married...with Chil¬ 
dren and The Bold and the 
Beautiful ; and in films, 
including Warren Beatty's 
Bulworth and A Night at the 
Roxbury (both released in 
1998).

The film, 
released in 1999, starred 
Tom Hanks. As death-row

actor. He reunited with 
Willis in the little-seen

July 13, 2012, Duncan 
suffered a heart attack. 
Thanks to his fiancee and 
former contestant on The 
Apprentice , Omarosa Man- 
igault-Stallworth, who per¬ 
formed CPR on the actor, 
Duncan survived the attack, 
but never fully recovered. 

Duncan died of heart 
complications (caused by 
the attack he had suffered 
two months prior) on Sep¬ 
tember 3, 2012, at the 
Cedars-Sinai Medical Cen¬ 
ter in Los Angeles.

Cabbage is an economi¬ 
cal source of Vitamin C and 
other ingredients that are 
good for our health. When 
cooked, cabbage emits an 
enzyme that breaks down 
into hydrogen sulfide, 
which produces a rotten-egg 
odor. 

Although you cannot 
entirely eliminate this both¬ 
ersome smell, proper cook¬ 
ing practices will lessen the 
problem. Quickly cooking 
cabbage releases the enzyme 
before it breaks down into 
hydrogen sulfide. Allow 
about 15 minutes for wedg¬ 
es and three to five minutes 
for shredded cabbage. 

Use glass, enamel or 
stainless steel cookware to 
cook cabbage, because alu¬ 
minum and cast-iron pots 
will absorb the odor. 

Adding a slice of bread 
or whole walnut meat to the 
cooking water will help soak 
up odors. 

Bothersome odor aside, 
cabbage has much to offer. 
It is inexpensive, nutritious 
and versatile. 

While broccoli is a better 
source of vitamin C, cab¬ 
bage generally costs about 
half as much. 

Cabbage is a very good 
source of vitamin C and a 
good source of folic acid 
and fiber. Vitamin C is an 
antioxidant that prevents 
naturally occurring free rad¬ 
icals from damaging cells. 
Antioxidants also may help 
reduce the risk of coronary 
heart disease and some types 
of cancer. Folic acid helps 
prevent birth defects. It also 
helps prevent heart disease 


by regulating levels of 
homocysteine, an amino 
acid. 

To preserve vitamin C, 
add cabbage to water at a 
rolling boil. Cook cabbage 
uncovered to maintain its 
color. 

Three and one-half 
ounces of raw, green cab¬ 
bage has nearly 80 percent 
of the recommended daily 
allowance (RDA) of vitamin 
C and about 30 percent of 
the RDA for folic acid. 

Red cabbage contains 
even more vitamin C than 
green cabbage. 

Bok choy is a good 
source of calcium and beta- 
carotene, both important to 
a healthy diet. This Chinese 
cabbage is readily available 
in America. It has crisp, 
white stalks topped with 
dark green leaves. 

You can eat cooked cab¬ 
bage as a vegetable by itself, 
or add it to casseroles and 
stews. A number of meats 
compliment the flavor of 
cooked cabbage. These 
include ground beef, lamb, 
turkey, chicken, smoked 
ham, corned beef, bacon 
and squid. 

In addition, cabbage 
stalks and leaves are a fast, 
crunchy appetizer. For 
another appetizer, spread 
red cabbage leaves with a 
mixture of sour cream and 
blue cheese; then roll them 
up and slice into pinwheels. 
Bok choy can be used in a 
dip.

Tips to create a plan for wildlife to thrive on your land 


Whether your home 
rests on a small lot or a large 
woodland, there are steps 
you can take to create a 
thriving ecosystem for local 
wildlife. And if you live on 
woodlands, you may even 
consider turning your prop¬ 
erty into an ideal game hab¬ 
itat. 

Deer, for example, could 
use more healthy land, say 
experts. There are roughly 
15 million white tailed deer 
in this country, according to 
Cornell University Statis¬ 
tics, and this explosive pop¬ 
ulation is always looking for 
a good habitat. 

With a little foresight 
and planning, it’s possible to 
attract and maintain a 
healthy deer herd, complete 
with mature, trophy-class 
bucks - on relatively small 
woodland tracts.

Pieces of the cultimulsher 
flew in every direction, ruin¬ 
ing three of the harnesses.

basic needsz; food, water, 
cover and space throughout 
the year, by actively manag¬ 
ing your woodland with 
deer in mind,” says experts. 

But landowners need to 
be proactive. Without a 
hands-on approach, wood¬ 
lands tend to evolve into 
low-quality wildlife habi¬ 
tats. With that in mind, the 
following are some tips for 
creating a thriving home for 
deer and other creatures. 

• Discing: Also known as 
strip disking, discing is dis¬ 
turbing the soil through 
shallow tillage to stimulate 
the growth of native grasses 
and the resprouting of many 
woody species. It also helps 
control brush. 

• Creating openings: 
Depending on the sur¬ 
rounding landscape and size 
of your woods, about 10 
percent of your forest acre¬ 
age should consist of open¬ 
ings. Create them by clear- 
cutting one- to five-acre 
patches throughout larger 
forests. 

• Monitor your wildlife: 
Trail cams can be a great 
way to see what you have in 
your woods and track them 
throughout the year. Place

your trail cams on larger 
tree trunks in areas where 
you have seen signs of ani¬ 
mals. Be sure to mount it at 
the height of the animal you 
want to track. 

• Managing trees: 
Removing undesirable trees 
and cultivating mast-pro¬ 
ducing ones can help nour¬ 
ish and attract wildlife. Ide¬ 
ally, 20 to 30 percent of 
your woodland should con¬ 
sist of these fruit- and nut¬ 
bearing trees. 

• Plan: Advance plan¬ 
ning is crucial. 


Anyone with land can 
create a healthy ecosystem 
by being proactive, whether 
the intention is to attract 
trophy-class bucks to your 
woodlands or humming¬ 
birds to a small garden.

Cook carrots until ten¬ 
der, do not overcook. Drain. 
Set aside. For the sauce, mix 
everything together over low 
for five minutes. Then pour 
over the carrots and mix 
thoroughly. Add onions and 
peppers if desired. For best 
results chill for several hours 
before serving.
